The  Bureau  is  informed  that  the  Government  of  South  Africa  now  requires 
special  certification  of  animal  casings.  Accordingly  upon  receipt  of  affidavits 
from  exporters  showing  that  casings  for  South  Africa  are  derived  from  animals 
slaughtered  in  an  official  establishment  and  that  they  are  suitable  for  sausage 
containers  and  have  been  90  days  in  salt  M.I.  Form  122-E  should  be  issued  for 
such  shipments  with  the  words  "and  have  been  in  salt  90  days  prior  to  shipment" 
added  to  the  last  sentence  of  the  certification.

RESULTS    OF    PROSECUTIONS    FOR    VIOLATIONS    OF  LAWS 

Penalties  and  fines  have  been  imposed  in  prosecutions  for  violations  of  regula- 
tory laws,  as  reported  to  the  Bureau,  as  follows:

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PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  no.  44-2. — In  re  Cleveland  Union  Stock  Yards  Co.,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
In  accordance  with  an  order  dated  July  18,  1934,  respondent  was  permitted  to 
file,  effective  the  first  day  of  August  1934  a  new  tariff  or  schedule  of  rates  and 
charges  to  remain  in  force  and  effect  until  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  1934  and 
then  be  reexamined  and  readjusted,  if  justice  and  equity  required.  Recently 
respondent  petitioned  the  Secretary  stating  that  the  above-mentioned  tariff  had 
failed  to  produce  in  the  period  from  August  1  to  December  31,  1934,  as  much 
revenue  as  the  rates  in  effect  in  1933  would  have  produced  applied  to  the  same 
volume  of  business,  and  asked  to  have  the  rates  for  weighing  drafts  of  livestock 
increased  from  18  to  20  cents  per  draft.  A  study  has  been  made  of  the  books 
and  records  of  respondent  to  ascertain  the  effects  of  the  application  of  the  new 
tariff  and  it  was  found  that  said  tariff  had  failed  to  produce  as  much  as  the  rates 
in  effect  in  1933.  Therefore,  on  February  14,  1935,  the  Acting  Secretary  issued  an 
order  permitting  respondent  to  file  a  supplement  to  its  tariff  increasing  the  rate  or 
charge  of  weighing  drafts  of  livestock  from  18  to  20  cents  per  draft. 

Stockyards  Posted 

The  Central  Ohio  Stock  Yards,  located  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  was  posted  on 
February  27,  1935,  as  coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Packers  and  Stock- 
yards Act. 

The  Pierce  Packing  Co.  Stockyards,  located  at  Billings,  Mont.,  was  posted  on 
February  23,  1935,  as  coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Packers  and  Stock- 
yards Act. 

Stockyard  Withdrawn  from  Jurisdiction 

The  Iowa  Live  Stock  Marketing  Corporation  Stockyards,  located  at  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  was  withdrawn  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Packers  and  Stock- 
yards Act  on  February  11,  1935,  as  it  is  no  longer  operated  as  a  public  market.
